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Co-operative Cattle Buying 


A PLAN THAT WORKED WELL IN MARINETTE COUNTY, WISCONSIN 


HE business men in Marinette 

County, Wisconsin, have backed 

a scheme aimed primarily to as- 
sist in the development of the dairy 
industry of that section. By means of 
the plan they instituted, any respon- 
sible farmer of the county is assisted 
in obtaining good dairy stock and 
ample time for payment is given so that the farmer, no 
matter how poor his circumstances, if he has plenty of 
feed, can pay for his cattle. 

A board of three trustees, appointed by the County 
Advancement Association, have entire charge of the work- 
ing out of the scheme. These trustees are backed by a 
guarantors list of more than $10,000. These guarantors are 
business men of the county who are firmly convinced of the 
benefits of dairying for this particular section. They se- 
cure the trustees and the banks that advance the money 
against any financial loss. The trustees have appointed 
the head of the local Agricultural school as their secre- 
tary and he conducts all of the correspondence, looks after 
the business connected with buying the cattle, delivering 
them to the men for whom they are purchased and making 
out the necessary papers in connection with the transaction. 

At the time the plan was organized in 1914 it was de- 
cided by the farmers themselves to allow the time pay- 
ment plan for only two breeds of cattle. Holsteins and 
Guernseys were decided on because there were more of 
these breeds-in the county than of any others. If a farmer 
desires to pay cash, they will assist him in getting any 
breed desired. Thus far only the two breeds decided. upon 
have been brought in. 

The necessary documents in connection with the plan 
are as follows: 

1. The guarantors list. 

2. The application and agreement. 

3. The promissory note. 

4. The chattel mortgage. 

The Guarantors List. 

The guarantors list is a legal document giving the trus- 
tees who are appointed by the County Advancement Asso- 
ciation the power of an attorney to act for the signers of 
the list. They have the power to conduct all the necessary 
business connected with the buying and delivering of the 
cattle. This document also guarantees the banks who ad- 
vance money for the purchase of the stock against any loss. 

The Application and Agreement. 

The application and agreement is a blank which the 
would-be purchaser fills out and presents to the trustees. 
In this application the man gives a statement concerning 
his financial circumstances much the same as he would be 
obliged to give to any bank if he borrowed the money from 
them. He also tells concerning the number of acres of 
land he has, the amount cleared and wild, as well as con- 
cerning his tools and live stock. In this application the 
applicant agrees to take the cattle bought for him, to

give in payment for them a note se- 
cured by a chattel mortgage on the 
stock and some additional security. 
He also agrees to pay a definite sum 
each month for each head of stock 
purchased. In addition to this he 
agrees to breed the cows to 4a regis- 
tered sire of the same breed and to 
keep all of the heifer calves for dairy purposes. 
The Promissory Note. 

The promissory note is a note given by the purchaser 
of the stock to the trustees or their order at the time of 
delivery of the stock. The whole note must be cancelled 
within three years but may be paid up at any time. The in- 
terest rate is six per cent. The trustees endorse this note 
and sign it over to the bank where payment is desired. 

The Chattel Mortgage. 

The chattel mortgage is the ordinary form of chattel 
mortgage and is given by the buyer to the trustees to 
secure the note. This mortgage covers the cattle purchased, 
their female offspring and some additional security. In 
case a buyer furnishes a responsible endorser for his note 
no chattel mortgage is required. If thirty per cent of the 
value of the stock is paid at delivery the mortgage is taken 
on the stock only. 

Method of Obtaining Stock. 

A farmer desiring cattle fills out of one of the appli- 
cation blanks and sends it to the secretary of the trustees. 
This application is then considered by the trustees and may 
be either approved or rejected. When enough applications 
have been approved for a car load of cattle a man is sent-to 
buy them. This man buys as near as possible what each 
applicant desires and the cattle are labelled for each man 
as purchased. Before the man goes for the cattle the 
trustees borrow, on their note, a sum sufficient to pay 
for the cattle to be purchased. 

All expenses connected with the purchase of the carload 
are charged to the cattle, each animal paying its shere. 
The price the farmer pays is the original purchase price 
plus its share of the expenses and an additional two dol- 
lars. This two dollars is to pay local expenses and to 
create a small sinking fund to take care of any losses that 
may occur. _ 

The cattle are shipped to some central point in the 
county and the buyers are notified to be on hand to receive 
their stock when they arrive. Upon receipt of the stock 
the farmer gives his note in payment. This note being se- 
cured by a chattel mortgage. These notes are then en- 
dorsed by the trustees to whatever bank in the county the 
farmer may desire. The notes are sent to the different 
banks who discount them. With the proceeds of the notes 
the trustees cancel the note they gave to obtain the pur- 
chase money. 

Advantages of the Plan. 

From the standpoint of the business man it is simply 

an effort to be of service to the community and assist in 
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the building up of the dairy industry in the county. 

From the standpoint of the farmer it is a straight busi- 
ness proposition. It offers him an opportunity to get first 
class dairy stock at reasonable prices. He gets time in 
which to pay for them. The interest rate is reasonable. By 
having them shipped in carload lots the freight rates are 
reduced to a minimum. He gets the services of an expert 
to pick out his cattle. Every animal is tested for tuberculo- 
sis before being shipped. The cows pay for themselves. 

How the Plan Has Worked. 

Early in 1914 one carload was bought. Then for m)dre 
than a year no more were bought due to the prevalence of 
the foot and mouth disease at that time. Up to the 
present time nineteen carloads have been purchased: The 
total value of the cattle imported into the county is.up- 
wards of $40,000. 

In the nineteen carloads bought there has been only a 
very small loss and the sinking fund created by the two 
dollars charged on each animal has taken care of that. 

Three men who obtained cattle have fallen down on 
their payments but there were neighbors in every case 
who were anxious to take the cattle at once so that this oc- 
casioned no financial loss whatever. 

Quite a number of farmers have ordered cattle and 
paid cash for them. They say that it is cheaper and they 
get better stock than they would if they went and bought 
it themselves. 

One of the greatest difficulties has been in getting 
young cows. Farmers will not sell their good young cows

“Once a Reactor, Always a Reactor” 
THE -RESULTS OF SOME TUBERCULIN TEST EXPERIMENTS IN NEW YORK 


N response to your inquiry of some 

| time ago concerning experimental 

work in connection with the retest 
with tuberculin of reacting cattle, the 
following summary will give the im- 
portant points covered and conclu- 
sions reached in this investigation. 

This work was begun about four years ago. It was 
suggested by the many requests received from cattle own- 
ers and veterinarians that retests be allowed on reacting 
cattle before they were finally condemned. Owing to the 
fact that there seemed to be little definite literature on 
this subject the carrying out of this experimental work 
was undertaken. 

There is a disposition on the part of many cattle own- 
ers and some veterinarians to disregard the results of the 
tuberculia test where reactions are shown but on the other 
hand not to question its accuracy where animals tested 
are classed as having passed. In other words, no objec- 
tion is made where the healthfulness of the animal is in- 
dicated but some are not disposed to accept a reaction 
with equal assurance. The unwillingness of the breeder 
and veterinarian to rely upon the test when its findings are 
not to their liking has been the cause of some of the diffi- 
culty in the past in controlling bovine tuberculosis in cer- 
tain herds. Various excuses and reasons are offered by 
animal owners as the cause for temperature rises and re. 
quests for retests are usually based on the ground that the 
previous examination had not been conducted under prop- 
er conditions and therefore should not be relied upon. It 
should be remembered that in nearly every instance these 
situations arise because of the failure of the veterinarian 
or the owner or both to properly determine whether the 
animal is in proper surroundings and normal condition 
prior to the injection of tuberculin. They should consider 
that if not prepared and not intending to abide by the find- 
ings of the test they should not proceed with the examina- 
tion. There are, of course, cases where unexpected emer- 
gencies arise after the test is begun and such necessitate 
special consideration but many complications could be 
avoided if more careful attention were given to the animal 
and its surroundings before the administration of tubercu- 
lin. 

For a number of years no particular objection was 
raised to the practice of placing an animal that had re- 
acted to the subcutaneous test in the next group examined 
and retesting such individual and if results were negative 
returning the animal to the herd. 

Because there were many who did not consider this 
plan the proper procedure the saying “Once a reactor, al- 
way; a reactor” was coined and has come to be quite gen- 
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erally followed by livestock owners, 
sanitary officials and veterinarians, 

The fact that cases were constant- 
ly arising where this course was con- 
templated was the principal reason 
for undertaking the work which is de- 
scribed hereafter. A careful study of the question con- 
vinced us some time ago that while the statement “Once 
a reactor, always a reactor” indicated the proper course 
to pursue in reference to the control of such animals, yet 
it was not literally correct and hence perhaps misleading, 
It was therefore deemed advisable to ascertain if possible 
by a series of actual tests on known reactors just how far 
this statement could be relied upon. 

The first group involved over 100 animals which react- 
ed originally during the years 1912, 1913 and 1914 and 
were placed under segregation during that time. But 34 
head were carried through the total six retests while 5 
animals from the same group were carried through 56 re- 
tests. All of the 39 being slaughtered immediately at the 
close of the experiment. The remaining animals in the 
group were killed from time to time because of becoming 
unprofitable while several died prior to the completion of 
the last retest. The. first general retest was made in Oct- 
ober, 1914, the next in January, 1916, and subsequently as 
follows: June, 1916, October, 1916 and the last two on De 
cember 21st and 27th, 1916, respectively. The animals 
were killed on January 4th and 5th, 1917. In this group of 
cattle the dosage of tuberculin varied from 2 to 20 c. c. The 
percentage of animals reacting was greatest at the first 
retest, nearly every animal showing a reaction in October, 
1914. At the succeeding retests the percentage of reactors 
gradually declined until in the tests made in December, 
1916, less than one week apart, but 4 and 2 respectively 
reacted. Upon slaughter, however, every animal of the 39 
showed distinct tubercular lesions, 9 being generalized. 
Every animal of the 39 in this group passed at least one 
careful tuberculin test. Many animals passed more than 
one test while definite reactions were never shown in two 
cases after the first reaction on which the animal was con- 
demned. The presence of living tubercle bacilli in the les- 
ions was verified by laboratory examination in most of 
these cases. 

In the second group of cattle under experiment 33 head 
were carried through five consecutive retests, the animals 
having first reacted in April and May, 1918. The first re- 
test was made on Sept. 4, 1918, the second Sept. 24, 1918, 
the third Oct. 16, 1918, and the fourth and fifth the last 
of October and the first of November respectively. The 
dosage used varied from 2% to 20 c. c., at the earlier re 
tests small dosage being used. These small quantities 
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ing about conditions similar to those 
were intended ar : the average herd when subjected 
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to oy somewhat being quite large at the third retest, us- 
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‘increasing at the fourth retest, using 
aed sna oe yat on the fifth retest immediately prior to 
re every animal of the 33 passed a satisfactory ex- 
_— roasl no reactions whatever being shown. As in the 
m9 previously mentioned every animal passed one sat- 
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istactory test, many of them two or more, but with the ex- 
ception hereafter noted tubercular lesions were present in 
visible form in all. 

The last two retests were made in cooperation with the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry and the post 
mortems conducted under both State and Federal Inspect- 
ors. Upon slaughter immediately after the last test 8 
of the 33 animals showed generalized tuberculosis, 24 
showed local lesions, while in one animal definite tuber- 
cular lesions could not be found. Upon investigation it 
was discovered that this last animal had originally been 
called a reactor on a rather slight temperature rise and 
was in reality a case that could have been classed as sus- 
picious and not condemned as positively tubercular. This 
animal passed ‘five successive tests without any evidence 
of a temperature rise. 

In the 72 head above referred to every animal did at 
some time during the period under observation pass at 
least one perfect test conducted under the most careful 
conditions. Many of them passed several tests while on 
the other hand some reacted quite regularly. It should 
be emphasized, however, that apparently by the frequent 
administration of tuberculin these cattle became so im- 
munized that the value of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent 
virtually disappeared. This work verifies the statements 
that have often been made that continual testing affords 
a2 opportunity for those who may wish to take advantage 
of this lack of sensibility to tuberculin to obtain health 
certificates even on infected animals, regardless of the 
care and skill of the person making the test. This possi- 
bility indicates the necessity of State or Government su- 
pervision over tuberculin and its distribution to the ex- 
tent that its use may be properly directed and controlled. 

This work has indicated that increased dosage of tub- 
erculin, while in many instances insuring more accuracy 
cannot be entirely relied upon to give such a result with 
any regularity. 

The temperature variations shown at the different tests 
+ apse f had no bearing upon the activity of the infec- 
io or the stage of development of the disease in the an- 
o ral So far as this work has shown the excessive use 

uberculin has apparently caused no distinct changes in 
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the character of the diseased tissues. There seemed to be 
in the first group of animals a greater percentage of lesions 
showing encapsulation than would ordinarily be found in 
a like number of animals killed immediately after react- 
ing without having received such quantities of tuberculin 
as did those under experiment. We do not feel justified, 
however, in stating that the apparent walling off (encapsu- 
lation) of the diseased areas which may possibly have 
been a coincidence in these cases was due to the effects 
of tuberculin. 

In addition to the sub-cutaneous tests above mentioned 
the ophthalmic method was used once on both groups of 
cattle and the intradermal test method was used once on 
group A and twice on group B. These newer methods of 
examination, so far as shown by these cases, appear to 
possess no particular advantages over the older test so 
far as accuracy is concerned. 

In conclusion it may be said that this work has shown 
that the only safe course to pursue in dealing with the 
tuberculosis problem and its control by tuberculin is to 
make a careful subcutaneous test under proper conditions, 
considering the animal that once shows a positive and typi- 
cal: reaction as thereafter diseased and treat accordingly. 
The practice of retesting these individuals with the idea 
of replacing them in the herd and thereafter considering 
them healthy is only inviting disaster and future losses 
from the infection since the discrepancies and irregulari- 
ties shown in this work have emphasized the fallacy of 
temporizing with such cases. It must be remembered that 
in dealing with these problems each animal is a unit in 
itself; that the effects of tuberculin upon that individual 
may be modified by the character (activity, virulence, etc.) 
of the bacilli; by the animal tissues as well as by other in. 
fluences which are not now understood, Therefore, at- 
tempts to apply the results shown in one case to others 
do not prove possible in actual practice. While some ani- 
mals will continue to show evidences of tuberculosis at 
repeated tests, others similarly or more generally affected 
will not give like results. The number of animals killed 
as result of apparent reaction which show no evidence of 
tubercular lesions on post mortem is comparatively few. 
These cases are an economic loss as well as a reflection 
on the accuracy of tuberculin but we should remember 
that they constitute but a small percentage of all post 
mortems made. The danger comes not from these cases 
but from those where no reaction is indicated but yet in- 
fection has taken place. These latter cases are the cause 
of much of the difficulty in the control of tuberculosis in 
infected herds. While mistakes have been and will be 
made through the use of tuberculin yet under proper con- 
ditions they are but a small proportion of the whole and 
are usually errors on the side of safety rather than dan- 
ger. A complete report covering the details of this ex- 
periment will be available shortly. 





Feeding Value of Skim Milk

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A Calf Club That Is Different 


HE ideas that are being worked out by Mr. Wm. L. 
I Coale in organizing a pure bred Holstein calf club 
in Trumbull County, Ohio, make it stand out as a 
model worthy of reproduction in other communities. The 
story is given in detail in this issue of the World. There 
are a number of features which appeal to us as being 
especially important, and which will merit further consid- 
eration. In the first place quality is the keynote, running 
through the whole transaction—quality membership, recom- 
mended by the school principals, quality stock—$150 as a 
wholesale price will buy young calves decidedly above theor- 
dinary—instruction in how to give them care befitting their 
quality, and finally, a quality bull to enable them to pro- 
duce stock of even higher quality. We understand that 
Mr. Coale paid $4000 for the bull that is to stand in the 
community for free service to calf club members. We have 
no record of any other calf club furnishing free services’ 
If there are other instances we feel safe in saying that 
the quality idea has never before been carried to this ex- 
tent. Trumbull County will eventually reap the benefit in 
the higher standing of her herds. As Mr. Coale pointed out 
in his letter “the greatest gift that can be given is not 
something of the world’s goods, but an opportunity to do 
something for one’s self.” The more quality built into the 
foundation, the greater the opportunity to accomplish 
something really worth while. Finally the project under 
consideration is different in that the promoters recognize 
the value of publicity in making the most of it. They are 
practically taking out an insurance policy for their mem- 
bers, that adds real dollars to the value of the investment 
each one of them is making. Those of our readers who 
expect in any way to be interested in such a movement 
in their own communities might well preserve for future 
reference this story of the Trumbull County Calf Club. 


Once a Reactor, Always a Reactor 


ERHAPS no other ruling of state sanitary officials re- 
garding health regulation has been subjected to more 
criticism than the one which denies a clean bill of 

health to any animal that has once reacted to the tuber- 
culin test. This situation has given rise to the popular ex- 
pression,” once-asreaetor, always a reactor.” Breeders 
have felt ift#many instances that it was working an injus- 
tice upon them when state officials refused to remove the 
restrictions from a reacting animal even after she had 
passed one or more subsequent tests without reaction. On 
its face the proposition does look rather severe, but the re- 
sults of an exhaustive series of experiments by Dr. Wills, 
Chief Veterinarian of New York State, prove quite conclu- 
sively that while the expression, “once a reactor, always a 
reaetor,” is not true literally, in its practical application 
it is the only safe course. Dr. Wills has outlined for the 
benefit of World readers the details of this experiment. 
Certainly they furnish food for careful thought. Briefly, 
the experiments were conducted with over a hundred cows 
that had reacted to the tuberculin test, and covered a per- 
iod altogether of about four years. These cows were kept 
together under ordinary herd conditions and were period- 
ically re-tested with tuberculin. A tabulation of the re- 
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sults shows that varying percentages failed to react 
of the retests, the final test on one group sho re at 
reaction. At some time during the series of retests etme 
single animal passed at least one clean test.

The report in dealing with this subject has this to say: 

The tractor is of fundamental importance in the motor- 
izing of the farm. Plowing requires more power than 
any other one job on the average farm. On a farm for 
which the tractor is adapted the plowing can be done 
better with a tractor and in much shorter time. The man 
who plows with horses starts out doing a good piece of 
work in the morning. As the day wears on he gradually 
lifts the plow to save the horses, and by afternoon is do- 
ing less efficient work. But he who plows with the tractor 
can plow at exactly the depth best suited to the soil 
throughout the entire day, for the tractor will plow all 
day, and all night too, without getting tired. Further, 
with the tractor he can plow in a single day nearly as 
much as he could in a week with two or three horses. He 
can therefore plow his ground quickly and when it is in 
the best condition for plowing. 

Conservation of food makes it desirable that the tractor 
should replace part of the horses on American farms, for 
it is estimated that each horse or mule consumes about 
one-fourth of what it produces. The number of horses on 
the farms continued to increase up to 1910 at about the 
same rate as the acreage of improved land. Contrary to 
the common impression, the number has not decreased 
materially since the outbreak of the war, but in 1917 the 
number of horses and mules on American farms stood at 
the highest point in our history, exceeding twenty-five 
million. With rising prices it is more advantageous to 
feed an engine with gasoline or even alcohol than to allow 
horses to consume so much food—part of which might be 
converted to human use. 

At first the tractor industry developed slowly, with a 
production in 1912 of 11,500. Two years later the output 
was 15,000, then 21,000, then 35,000, and then 55,000 in 1917. 
In 1918 the output is estimated at about 100,000. It appears 
likely that the output will amount to 250,000 by 1920, if 
material and labor are available.

market will exceed 1,250,000. Some estimates place the num- 
ber much larger. If the average life of a tractor be estimated 
at five years, it would indicate an annual replacement 
market of 250,000. This, together with the neces ‘ty of 
filling the original market, makes it see quite possible 
that 400,000 or even 500,000 tractors may e7<uiually be 
sold in a year. It is interesting to note that 250,000 tractors 
at $1,000 each means a market of $250,000,000, which is 
about as large as the entire annual output of the agricul- 
tural implement industry before the war, which amounted 
to $164,000,000 in 1914 at manufacturers’ prices. The trac- 
tor industry in itself seems to offer greater possibilities 
than did the entire agricultural implement industry before 
the war. 

It is estimated that there are on the farms of the 
United States from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 automobiles. In 
every agricultural section dealers report that prior to the 
opening of the war they were selling more automobiles 
to farmers than to the city population. When normal times 
return the number of automobiles on farms is likely to 
materially increase, for the automobile is increasingly es- 
sential to the efficient operation of the farm. 

It is estimated that in normal times farmers buy an- 
nually 250,000 gasoline engines. It is reported that 100,000 
electric power plants will be sold to farmers in 1918. They 
are used not only for lighting farm homes and barns but 
also for supplying the mechanical power for a great varie- 
ty of minor operations. Further, it is estimated that 60,000 
water systems will be sold on farms in 1918. The number of 
milking machines sold annually is steadily increasing. 
Naturally this means that more dairy cows can be kept 
on farms, for one man can milk more cows, and at less 
cost. 

The motor truck seems destined to have a wide sale on 
farms. In many sections, rural motor express routes are 
being established, operating out of large cities as centers, 
In many instances farmers ship produce into town on these 
trucks in the morning and have their purchases delivered 
in the afternoon: The Post Office Department is steadily 
increasing in the number of trucks on the parcel post de- 
livery routes. The farm family now orders goods by 
telephone and has goods delivered either by parcel post 
or rural truck express routes. Obviously, less time in then 
consumed by the farmer than in driving to town and more 
time is available for farm, work on the merchandised farm. 

The possession of these motor vehicles will necessitate 
a service station on many farms, for timeliness of opera- 
tion is a large factor in the value of any of these motor 
vehicles. The man who must depend upon a garage man 
coming out for service work “day after tomorrow” is likely 
to lose a large part of the margin of profit on his invest- 
ment. In a word, farming is increasingly a great power- 
using industry. 

Usually we do not think of the farm as a power-using. 
industry. But at a conservative estimate the horses on 
farms represent about fifteen million horse power. To this: 
we must add six million for gasoline engines, three million: 
for gasoline tractors and three million for steam tractors, 
We have a total of twenty-seven million horse-power on 
farms, which is 20 per cent more than was accredited by 
the Census of 1914 to all manufacturing establishments in 
the United States.

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Art Green Buys Famous Edgewood Farms 


Art Green has been doing things 
again. Not content to confine his 
energies to his thirteen-hundred-acre 
farm and Holstein herd at Middlefield, 
Ohio, with side-lines embracing a thriv- 
ing lumber business, directorship in 
one of the biggest condensed milk 
companies in the world, presidency of 
an automobile motor’ corporation, 
County Commissioner and _ political 
leader of Ashtabula County, Ohio, he 
has purchased the famous Edgewood 
Farms, located at Pewaukee Lake, 
Wis., with complete equipment, and 
Holstein herd of a hundred head. Edge- 
wood Farms compose one of the show 
places about Milwaukee. It was owned 
by the Kieckhefers, among the weal- 
thiest and most prominent business 
men of the city. In building up the es- 
tablishment, and making itcomplete in 
every detail money was lavished with- 
out stint. The idea of the owners was 
to provide a layout of buildings for 
a breeding and certified milk plant in 
which they could take pride as among 
the best of its kind in the world. The 
location was ideal for the purpose, be- 
ing about twenty-five miles from Mil- 
waukee, with an interurban electric 
line running right through the farms. 
Incidentally the estate includes a two- 
thousand foot frontage on beautiful 
Pewaukee Lake, one of Wisconsin’s 
most popular summer resorts. In the 
best location along the lake front the 
owners built their summer home, cost- 
ing in the neighborhood of $75,000, 
with grounds and furnishings in keep- 
ing with it. In spite of these attractive 
surroundings, which apparently offer 
all that heart could desire, the owners, 
as is so often the case with million- 
aire farmers, tired of their plaything 
and offered the whole for sale 
at a fraction of the actual cost for 
buildings and equipment alone. It still 
represented a proposition requiring

nized that here was the great oppor- 
tunity; that here was a splendid herd 
of cattle, a highly productive farm, and 
a complete outfit for a successful 
breeding establishment offered at a 
price that seemed like larceny to ac- 
cept. He had the nerve; he could raise 
the money, and believed in his ability 
to transform the whole thing into a 
sound business proposition. In short 
he bought Edgewood Farms, complete, 
bag and baggage, and is now in posses- 
sion of the foundations of a Holstein 
plant that is destined to become one 
of the foremost in America. 

Edgewood Farms comprise 585 acres, 
nearly all of which is in a high state 
of cultivation, and among the most 
productive in the state. Alfalfa is suc- 
cessfully seeded on over 200 acres. 
The buildings, while elaborate, were 
built to embody the practical features 
required in a successful breeding es- 
tablishment. The original plans called 
for the production of certified milk,

In the front of this 
building is the farm office and library 
with an unusually complete line ot 
farm drugs in a room of its own. The 
hospital barn, which is also suitable 
for calves or testing, the- completely 
furnished blacksmith ‘shop, horse sta. 
ble, garage and’ manager’s residence 
complete the layout in the major group 
of buildings. In connection with the 
manager’s residence is the boarding 
and lodging house for the men. Alto. 
gether on the farms are six complete 
houses, which provide ample accon- 
modations for married help. 


The herd of about one hundred head 
contains quite a proportion of A. R. 0. 
cows, although this feature of the 
breeding business was not developed 
to any great extent. Particular atten- 
tion had been given to getting a herd 
of good year-round producers, and to 
keeping them free from disease. The 
head of the herd is Pabst Pontiac Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, a very fine individual 
son of King Pontiac Champion, from 
Edith De Kol Burke Hengerveld, a 
33.86-lb. daughter of De Kol 2d’s But- 
ter Boy 3d, the second dam being a 
23-lb. daughter of De Kol Burke, and 
the third dam, a 24-lb. daughter of 
Paul Beets De Kol with 7 A. R. 0. 
daughters, surely a pedigree rich in 
transmitting blood.

EPORT No. 4 for the current official year covering 
R the period from Oct. 27th to Dec. 10th adds one to 

the list of 40-lb. cows already reported, 24 new 
names to the 30-lb. list and one 30-lb. repeater, making a 
total of 1284 30-lb. cows to the date mentioned. In the 
introduction to the report Mr. Gardner says: 


Record Breakers. 


This issue of the Reported Tests Bulletin is notable in 
that it reports final results for five great Holsteins that 
have broken the record in their several classes. All have 
been reported by card; and it will be noted that there are 
no changes in final reports for Jewel Pontiac Segis, and 
Beauty Beets Walker Segis. But in the cases of OK L 
Albina, Superba Palmyra and Sunrise Hengerveld Caroline, 
each increased her record by nearly three quarters of a 
pound fat, and will be found so reported. None of these 
reports has been held up; but the delay in reporting is 
wholly the result of war conditions. By their wonderful 
productions these heifers have given the Holstein breed 
five more records to emphasize its greatness; while O K L 
Albina also gives us another grand strictly official long 
time record, and thus adds to her laurels already won. 

In the short-time division the leader is the 8-year-old 
cow, Sunrise Hengerveld Caroline with 41.07 lbs. butter 
from 730.1 lbs. milk. She is a granddaughter of Henger- 
veld De Kol and publicity has previously been given her 
record. 

King Sezis breaks into the 30-lb. list again with 
Segis Isabella. a daughter that has two previous 30-Ib. 
records. Her latest figures are 34.63 lbs. butter. Other 
30-lb. records in the full age class include daughters of 
Sir Fayne Concordia, Spring Farm King Pontiac, Sir 
Ormsby Skvlerk, Sir Korndyke Cornucopia, King Lyons 
and Admiral Walker Pietertje. The last named has 6 in 
the list, while Kine Lyons can show an equal number. 

The largest milk record in this class is that of Sunrise 
Hengerveld Caroline, 730.1 lb. in 7 days while the leader 
for 30 days is Hark Prilly Colantha, a granddaughter of 
Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka. with 2892.7 lbs. This sire, 
by the way, has two 30-lb. daughters in this report. 

James J. Jeffries, former heavy weight champion of the 
world, illustrates his ability as a Holstein breeder in the 
work of his new 30-lb. cow, Novelty Pauline 2d, who aver- 
aged over 90 lbs. milk per day for 30 days. He also brings 
out a leader in the senior 3-year-old class in Piebe Canary 
Belle De Kol with 30.64 Ibs. 

The senior 4-year-old class is headed by Segis Fayne 
Pietertie, daughter of the only 50-lb. cow. Her figures are 
31.52 Ib. 

Five junior 4-year-olds make records of 30 to over 37 lbs., 
the leader being Mottled Twisk Pontiac Mutual, a daugh- 
ter of King Pontiac Konigen, with 37.41 lb. Spring Farm 
King Pontiac and King Segis Hengerveld are each repre- 
sented by 30-lb. daughters in this class. 

Two 30-lb. heifers lead the senior 3-year-old class, these 
being the California heifer. Piebe Canary Belle De Kol 
previously mentioned, and Rag Apple Johanna McKinley 
Segis, a daughter of Johanna McKinley Segis. In this class 
appears the short time record of Rose De Kol Wayne But- 
ter Boy who makes at 3 years 6 months 25.9 lbs. butter in 
7 days. It will be recalled that as a junior 2-year-old this 
heifer made over 1170 lbs., being the second highest ju- 
nior 2-year-old of the breed and the highest record heifer 
under 3 years old now living. It is interesting to note that 
she is starting out splendidly on another year’s work.

With two records above 1000 lb. fat, and new world’s 
champions in two of the seven classes with two record 
breakers in one class, this long time report is truly re- 
markable. Eight cows and heifers make over 800 Ib, fat 
Leading the list are the two Iowa producers, Miss Pieter. 
tje Alexina 2d with 1290 lb. butter, and Lady Mutual Friend 
with over 1280 lb. Both cows average well over 4 per cent 
for the entire year.

Fryslan Waldorf, former world’s champion 4-year-old 
for milk production, and second prize cow at the National 
in 1917, completes a 305-day record of over 24,000 lb. milk 
and 1000-lb. butter.

Ohio and New York each have the honor of a cow 
in the full aged class producing above 1170 lb. butter in 
the full year. These are the eleven-year-old, Lena De Kol

The Work By States. 


An analysis of the September and October reports of long-time tests in 
progress reveals some interesting facts. During September Ohio Holsteins 
were most numerously represented in the list of animals making above the 
minimum amounts for these special reports, fourteen appearing with four 
different owners. Minnesota ranked second with nine cows and six owners. 
California was a close third with eight cows and four owners. Other states 
follow in the order given: Delaware, five; Maryland, four; Virginia, Massa- 
chusetts, Nebraska and Washington, three each; Colorado, Michigan, lowa and 
D. C., two each; Kansas and Connecticut, one each. In October Minnesota has 
ten cows with six owners. Ohio follows with nine cows and two owners, while 
Iowa and Maryland are tied for third place with six cows each, with one owner 
in each instance. Delaware has five all owned by the same party. Virginia, 
Nebraska and Massachusetts follow with three each; Washington and D. C. 
two each; Michigan, Colorado, Kansas and New Jersey with one each. To 
Daisy Hill Farms, Chagrin Falls, Ohio goes the honor of having the greatest 
number of cows listed in this honor roll for September as well as for October, 
having six in the former month and seven in the latter. 

* a * 

In the report of records completed New York furnished the leaders in 
five of the seven classes of the seven-day division, California and Iowa dividing 
the other two. The yearly division however, shows Minnesota with three, Iowa 
with two, and New Jersey and Ohio with one each. The September report 
of long-time tests in progress shows the actual leaders in each class divided 
as follows: Massachusetts, Ohio and California, two each; Michigan, one. For 
October Massachusetts ranks ahead of all other states with two leaders, Cali- 
fornia, Ohio, Michigan, Colorado and Delaware dividing the remaining honors. 
During the two months the Fred F. Field Holstein Co. brought out four 
class leaders, which was more than any other firm in long time test during the 
same period.

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A Calf Club That Is Different 


on original ideas, and of making that big business 

successful because of the soundness of these ideas. 
In agriculture, in manufacturing, in livestock breeding, 
Ohio occupies a high place, a place that has come naturally 
as a reward for the enterprise of her citizens. Our pur- 
pose, however, in this brief story is not to give considera- 
tion to this whole field, but to give simply one incident 
that may be taken as a fair illustration. There have been 
Boys’ and Girls’ calf clubs in various parts of the country 
during the past few years, and of late a constantly increas. 
ing proportion of them have been concerned with pure bred 
animals only. For the most part these have been promoted 
by banking institutions, which realized that their prosperi- 
ty depended upon the prosperity of their territory, and had 
the vision to recognize that such prosperity would be. in- 
creased immeasurably if the young people of’ the com- 
munity could be interested in better dairy cattle. The 
purpose back of the Calf Club Idea, therefore, was com- 
munity building, with increased business for the bank as 
a secondary, though moving consideration. 

Wm. L. Coale is President of the People’s Savings Com- 
pany of Warren, Ohio. He came to the conclusion that a 
pure-bred Holstein Calf Club for Trumbull County would 
be very much worth while, not only from the standpoint of 
his institution, but of every individual in the county. He 
felt, however, that the calf-club idea as ordinarily worked 
out, failed to make the most of its possibilities. According- 
ly, in cooperation with Mr. W. R. Wheelock, County Agri- 
cultural Agent, Mr. Coale is laying plans for two clubs, one 
for the boys and one for the girls, embodying some dis- 
tinctive ideas, and built upon some fundamental principles 
of success that have heretofore never been applied so 
completely. In the first place he is not admitting mem- 
bers at random, regardless of their capacity to do satisfac- 
tory work. Through the county superintendent of schools 
and the principals of the township schools, he is taking a 
list of a hundred boys and girls recommended as being 
especially promising candidates. Concerning his purposes 
and plan of procedure Mr. Coale writes: 

“My thought in undertaking this Calf Club work takes 
the following form: I purpose to invite into Clubs of per- 
haps twenty-five, first a Boy’s Club, second a Girl’s Club who 
will undertake to raise a pure bred Holstein heifer calf. I 
purpose to furnish the calf at about two and one-half months 
of age in prime condition to start with for $150.00 taking 
in pay therefor, the boy’s or girl’s note payable on or be- 
fore two and one-half years (thirty months) from date, 
bearing interest at 5%; this note to be endorsed by the 
parent or other responsible person. 

“A membership fee of $1.00 will be required to be de- 
posited to the credit of the club member with The Peo- 
ples Savings Co., of Warren, and payments of $5.00 per 
month may be made at the same place, all of which will 
be on interest at the rate of 5% to the credit of the mem- 
ber. 

“If the payment of $5.00 per month be made on or be- 
fore the 10th of the month, I will deposit along with it, 
$1.00 each time to the credit of the member, thus making it 
$6.00 per month to his credit. 

“Thus at the end of thirty months (two and one-half 
years), when the note given in payment for the calf is 
due, the member will have to his credit $181.00 together 
with interest to pay his note of $150.90, leaving a nice 
start of a bank account. 

“If the member desires to earn the $5.00 per month by 
a method we will place at his disposal, we will furnish the 
opportunity. 

“The calf to be furnished each member will be a pure 
bred Holstein, registered, and accompanied by register 
papers made out in the name of the boy or girl in ques- 
tion. 

“We will furnish along with the calf a record book, 
in which is to be kept a record of what is fed and its cost. 

“When the calf becomes of breeding age, I purpose to 
furnish breeding without further cost. 

“To this end I purchased a short time ago from Mr. A. 
W. Green, a 36 lb. son of his famous King Champion Rag 
Apple, who is a $20,000 son of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. 

“Mr. Green advises me that the average sale price of 
offspring from King Champion Rag Apple is at the present 
time above $1500.00 per head, and a 36-lb. son of this won- 
derful sire should inspire every boy who would be inter-

“We further purpose to hold a contest at 
bull County Fair at which not only the anima} ;

We may even go further and employ 
n high grade cattle auctioneer and offer to have the is 
testants enter their animals for sale, using this breeding 
as the leading card in this matter. 8 

“The result of all this will be that by the time the 
note matures the boy or girl will have an animal that wij 
sell readily for more than twice the amount of his note 
and the offspring of the breeding will probably be worth 
more than the animal itself, and it would be a mistake to 
sell this offspring back to me at the price I would offer 
to take it. 

“The object of all this is to inspire in our young peo- 
ple the desire to undertake something, each for himself 
which will be his own. Also to not stop with the ownership 
of the first animal, but to keep the offspring and build up 
gradually a goodly herd of pure breds which will give g 
very nice start in life. Further, to get each one started 
and the habit formed of thrift and systematic saving, anq 
a business habit formed of working to a definite end. 

“J firmly believe the greatest gift that can be given js 
not something of this world’s goods, but an opportunity 
to do something for one’s self. 

“The greatest trouble in raising pure bred young stock 
is that when breeding time comes, a pure bred sire of 
suitable quality is not available, since few of them are own. 
ed, and where they are owned, they are used at the head 
of a private herd, and the owner declines to furnish ser. 
vice outside of his own herd, or if he is willing to furnish 
service at all, it is at a prohibitive figure, and a great dis. 
tance must be traveled to obtain this service. I purpose 
to keep this young 36 lb. son of King Champion Rag Apple 
near Warren which is central, and each club member will 
be furnished the breeding as above outlined without charge, 

“We purpose to keep in direct communication with each 
boy or girl at least once per month with suggestions re- 
garding the raising of such an animal, and perhaps will 
swing the correspondence department of the Ohio State 
University in as a part of this arrangement with the net 
results as follows: 

“First: Each participant will become the owner of valu 
able animals that will give a good start in life. 

“Second: By keeping the records of feed and the cost of 
the same as outlined above, they will be taught the rudi- 
ments of businesslike carrying.on of farm and dairy work. 

“Third: They will be given a correspondence course 
practically in stock raising, stock breeding and dairying. 

“Fourth: They will have formed a habit of systematic 
saving and banking; will have worked to a definite end 
and accomplished it, and will have a nice little bank ac- 
count to their credit which they will have earned them- 
selves. All of which is very much worth while.”

any trait we possess. To appreciate 
the evidence it is necessary to break

inheritance of eye color. But what 
does this imply? It means neither 
more nor less than this, that an indi. 
vidual possessing brown eyes had be. 
queathed to him from one or both of 
his parents the machinery that gives 
his eyes this particular color. Since 
the child of a blue-eyed mother may 
inherit brown eyes from its father we 
must locate the equipment for this 
color in the only portion of the male 
product that actually takes part ip 
the formation of the child. This is the 
paternal chromatin. But when a 
child whose father has blue eyes jn. 
herits brown ones from its mother 
the chromatin of the egg is with equal 
certainty responsible. In other words 
an individual inherits brown eyes 
whenever one or the other, or both 
of his parents endow him with the sub- 
stances needed to make this color, 
We can go further in the matter of 
sex.

or The Sex Chromosome. 

J the odd chromosome in the 
grasshopper behaved in an odd man- 
ner and so attracted attention. The 
mysterious body was called the “X 
element. It was soon found that only 
nalf the male products contained this 
chromosome. Moreover, it was dis- 
covered in all the ripe unfertilized 
eggs. From this it is easy to see that 
two kinds of unions are possible— 

Male product with X and egg with 
X equals an individual with XX. 

Male product without X and egg 
with X equals individual with X. 

These two kinds of individual occur 
in about equal numbers. 

On what basis do races divide into 
two groups approximately equal. in 
number? The question itself suggests 
the answer—sex. 

If this is correct we should find that 
females differ from males in a per- 
fectly definite way. The former should 
contain the “X’ element in double 
form, the latter in single. This actual- 
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ly turns out to be true in the grass- 
hopper. 

Since this. discovery—one of the 
greatest in recent years—the facts 
have been found to hold in many dif- 
ferent groups of animals. In others 
certain modifications that do not in 
the least affect the principle, were 
found. Man himself belongs to those 
in which this modification obtains. 


The difference itself is easy to ; 


grasp. It is this: the “X” element is 
is not always alone. In ourselves it is 
accompanied by a second chromosome 
known as the “Y” element. The un- 
fertilized mature human. ovum has 
twelve chromosomes, one of which 
is the “X” element. There are, how- 
ever, two kinds of male products; half 
of these contain the “X” element and 
half the “Y.” This again gives us two 
possible kinds of union: 

Male product with X and egg with 
X equals individual with XX. 

Male product with Y: and egg with 
X equals individual with XY. 

Now the important fact is this: the 
XX individual is female and the XY 
individual, male. There is the. whole 
matter in a nutshell.
